NEWS SILENCE CONTINUES UN-

Reports Current That the Whole Rus-} 


sian Army is Retreating 


Winnipeg, Sept. 10.—Reports are still current that the Russian army is 
effecting a retrograde movemert from Mukden, though St. Peter-burg 
officials say they are unable to confirm them, Only biief dispitches have 
been received to-day from the seat of war and they leave the situation rather 
vague. No fighting has occurred beyo«.d occassional contacts of outposts ; 
a condit on probably due Jargely to the heavy rains which dispatches say 
are now preventing any extended movement of either army. No official 
figures of the losses in the battle of Liao Yang have been given out, but 
estimates stiil pace the carualties on both sides at not far from fifty to sixty 
thousand,

RURAL SCHOOLS ADMiy-| —Ths levels were taken along 


ISTRATION, 

Leader. 

Mr. James A. Calder, Deputy Min- 
ister of Kducation for the Territories, 
in his address {o the Dominion Edu- 
eationalist Convention at Winnipeg, 
Pointed out the conditions that made 
the proper administration of rural 
echoo!s a difficult problem, e=pecially 
in the sparsely settled districts. He 
hed given careful study to the consoli- 
dated school idea, but was not con. 
vineed that such a radical departure 
would be in the best interests of eda- 
eation in the Territories. Consolidated 
schools, he knew, were a success 
in the majority of places where 
the eystem had been tried, and farther 
he believed that consolidation in many 
instances was necessary, but in the 
Territories the same number of sec- 
tions that would be needed to organize 
a consolidated school were spread over 
@ vastly greater space of country than 
m the thickly populated states like 
Obio. In communicating with the 
Commissiouer of Education io the 
ne'ghboring states, whese conditions 
most neariy represent our own, he 

ound that ia their opinion the idea of 

8 large school section could not be en- 
tertained. In Michigan the limit for 
the distance which a pupil should be 
transported to school was three and a 
half miles ; Iowa, not more than five; 
Minnesota, five miles; and Dakota, 
six miles. According to these distan- 
ees but a small number of school see- 
tions could be united. He believed, 
however that we would do well to 
guard against the division of school 
sections so prevalent in tne east. 


Another point which the speaker 
dealt with was the proper apportion- 
ment of Government grante, and the 
bert means of levying an assessment 
for school purposes, In British Colum- 
bia the Goverument pays the expenses 
of all school work, while in Prince 
Edward Isiand the separate school cec- 
tions pay the entire cost, while the 
ether provinces came gradua'ly be- 
tween these two extremes. He be- 
lieved that the best results were ob- 
tained where the Government were in 
& position to make liberal grants to 


schools in sparcely settled districts, 
while the wealthier districts received 
& proportionately smaller grant. Un- 
dess this were done many pupils must 

’ of necessity remain uneducated, which 
would be « national calamity. He 
was convineed thst five trustees fer 
five school districts would give better 
results than having three trustees for 
each district. Better men would be 
secured, and im time these schools 
might naturaliy unite and form a con- 
solidated school.
